Richard Hale, chief pension officer 
of the Canadian Legion, says that the 
pension question is little understood 
and amounts payable very often ex- 
aggerated L I’ensions do run as high 
as $150 in exceptional cases where the 
man is totally disabled, but it is equal¬ 
ly true that the majority of pension¬ 
able disabilities are much smaller. 

Determination of the amount of 
disability pension in respect to a dis¬ 
ease is a highly technical matter bas¬ 
ed on medical opinion as to degree of 
impairment of the organs affected. 

Here are some percentages gener¬ 
ally allowed. A married man with no 
children and 100% disability pension 
gets $100 a month. For the first de¬ 
pendent child he gets an additional 
$15 a month, $12 for the second child 
and $10 for each additional child with 
no maximum amount.

We have adapted ourselves to 
a good many changes in the past few years. It might 
be a wise plan to link together the loose and unwieldy 
strands, before launching but on a still more confusing 
program. • • 

One opinion advanced is that we are working toward 
a basic school levy to be applied provincially, but that 
alsi is a matter of speculation. • 

In any event as things stand at present, the differing 
boundaries in respect to municipal, school and hospital 
areas seem to call for readjustment.

TAXES levied and collected by municipalities are by 
no means a tidy, simple business. There is no uni¬ 
formity in the levy. Three or more school units may 
enter into school taxation in one municipality each with 
a different school rate. There may be two municipal 
hospital areas in one municipality, or there may be no 
hospital rate in one section. Because of these variations 
the amalgamated levy may vary widely in different sec¬ 
tions of one municipal district, and the bookkeeping is 
no simple matter. 

It :s quite conceivable that the whole setup under 
municipal administration is in a state of flux. The 
school yjqLts were organized before the municipal units; 
and consequently the two areas of administration do 
not conform with each other. Perhaps another stage of
